The English grain trade is very rapidly get- 
ting over its first idea that they must at once 
proceed to purchase heavily of American 
wheat, owing to their own short crop and 
supplies. The Mark Lane Express states that 
although the actual output of the English bar- 
vest cannot now be inoreased, the proportion 
of it which may be made marketable by favor- 
able weather is very great, and this circum- 
stance constitutes a very important factor as 
affecting prices. It must be borne in mind 
that a free delivery of native wheats 


in milling condition—should it occur—will, for 
atime, completely overpower the market and 
divest the trade of all immediate concern as to 
whether we sball require two or four million 
quarters of foreign wheat in excess of receipts 
or not. It is not the quantity of 
the native crop which will influence 
prices during the first three months of the 
new cereal year, but the condition in which it 
comes to market. The difference between a 
seven-million quarters crop and a ten-million 
quarters crop can only be felt later on if this 
crop—little or big—comes in straight to the 
mill. Altered conditions of trading and 
a piethora of wheat in the world’s market 
have brought about this contingency, 
but that it exists we haveno doubt what- 
ever.——English shippers cannot continue 
to buy cotton atthe rates they lately have— 
12,000 to 18,000 bales—without almost exhaust- 
ing the Liverpool stock.——The principal re- 
ceivers here say that since the decline set in 
they have been unableto buy any corn to 
come here, the country refusing to sell at the 
lower rates.

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AMERICANS IN ENGLAND, 

ADAM BaDEAv, in his sketches on Aris- 
tocracy in England, devotes an interest, 
ing chapter to the Americans in London 
society. In this he maintains that the 
ad mission of Americans to English society 
on terms of social equality began ata 
quite recent date, and that formerly they 
were received chiefly as freaks or curiosi- 
ties. The blase aristocrats sought their com- 
pany for the sake of the piquant novelty 
which one looks for in a savage. The writer 
mentions an English society lady who, 
when asked it she would like to meet some 
refined and agreeable Americans, replied: 
“We know plenty of ‘nice’ people already; 
‘‘what’s the use of meeting more just 
‘Jike ourselves???’ and then one of 
her companions added: ‘‘Bring on your 
savages!’’? The social leaders in question 
were not hunting for refinement and re- 
spectability among the American colony; 
what they wanted was a novelty, some- 
thing that was pleasantly uncouth and 
barbarian. While such characteristics 
among Americans prevail as the pass- 
ports to social recognition among the En- 
glish aristocracy, it is meedless to 
add that many Americans find abroad 
a social popularity and considera- 
tion which they do not enjoy at home; 
while on the other hand the doors of this 
class of English society are shut against 
the really refined elements of American 
society. 

London Life, ina recent literary criti- 
cism, takes up this subject and devotes a 
paragraph to Americans of doubtful or 
unknown origin, who have come to be 
social luminaries in aristocratic London. 
In handling the topic it uses language 
like this: ‘*There are at this moment 
‘*Americans here, of both sexes, for whom 
‘‘no one in their own country has the 
‘faintest respect, yet who here are re- 
‘‘ceived by our best people with open 
‘‘arms.” After suchacandid statement 
by a competent authority, one should hes-

PHILADELPHIA, September 18 —Jn conversa- 


tion with a Times reporter yesterday, Senator 


Don Cameron said: ‘‘lexpectto get to Har- 
risburg in about two or three weeks, and shall 
there remain during the campaign. It is a 
central piace, convenient for our friends,’’ 
‘*What do you think ofthe prospects?’’ 


‘‘Why, Beaver and the ticket will be elected, 
of course.

‘*Yes, Lhave been mentioned, but no one 
has mentioned itto me. The chairman is gen- 
erally suggested by the nominees so that such 
an event is subject to a good many contingen- 
cies. Thereis no question that we will be 
badly handicapped inthe race of 1888, as we 
will have the whole weight of the Administra- 
tion againstus. I don’t think any fine points 
of political ethics in the shape of civil service 


reform will trouble our friends 
on the other side when the time 
for action comes. It is a good 


thing to talk about, but I want to see it put to 
the pressure of the exigencies of a Democratic 
campaign.

A SALE OF A LOCOMOTIVE. 


The Missouri Pacific Railway Company De- 
nied the Stoppage of a Sale. 


Judge Lubke to-day in chambers denied the 
temporary injunction sought by the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company to restrain the sale 
of a locomotive in its yards on Twenty-second 
street by the Sheriff next Monday morning. 
This is a somewhat peculiar case. Judge 


Louis Gottschalk, assignee, in respect of a 
udgment obtained by Jacob Neier against the 
fissouri Pacific Company in a damage suit, 
took steps to enforce payment of the same, 
and the Sheriff advertised oneof the com- 
pany’s locomotives for sale, to satisfy the 
execution. The judgment was recovered in 
the Cireuit Court in the sum of $2,0000n 
account of personal injuries sustained by the 
wife of Neier who was thrown out ofa milk 
wagon byatrain on the Poplar street track. 
The company appealed the case to the Court 
of Appeals, where the judgment was affirmed. 
Another suit entered against the company by 
the wife resulted in a judgment in her favor 
for $4,000 and that case reached the Supreme 
Court where the judgment was reversed on the 
ground of contributory negligence. In 
view of that holding by the Supreme 
Court the Company sought to restrain 
satisfaction of the husband’s judgment, 
but Judge Lubke held thatthe judgment hav- 
ing been affirmed bythe Court of Appeals, 
that being a court of last resort in sums under 
$2,500, the Circuit Court could not interfere 
with the steps taken to enforce satisfaction.

PREPARING FOR CROOKS, 


Extra Detectives and Patrolmen Sworn in 
for the Festivities. 


The police are making special preparations 
for the fall festivities and the usual gang of 
crooks that infest the city on such occasions. 
Thieves are like everybody else, they always 
go where they think they can make the most 
money. Whenever thereis anything unusual 
going oninacity that attracts strangers to 
the place, crooks are bound to be among the 


first arrivals, and no elass labor more ener- 
agp than they while the attraction lasts. 
t. Louis, on account of the numerous 
attractions here this fall is boundto have a 
corner in the light-fingered gentry, and the 
Police Department will be kept,busy weeding 
them outand running them in. First there 
willbe the Knight Templar Conclave next 
week to attract the crooks; then there will be 
the Trades’ Parade, Veiled Prophets’ Pageant, 
Fair, Liiumination and Exposition, all of which 
are the best possible attractions for thieves as 
they bring crowds of strangers to the city. 
Pick-pockets, burglars, hotel-thieves, three- 
card monte and confidence men are the classes 
of crooks mostly brought to the city by affairs 
of this kind, but there will be birds 
of all feather here and in 
numbers too. To keep them away is utterly 
impossible and the Police Department do the 
next best thing—spot them as soon as possible 
and runthemin. If they have turned a trick 
before being captured,and a case can be made 
against them, one is made, otherwise they are 
brought up into the police court and given 
hours to leave the city. The number of 
crooks who are arrested during affairs of this 
kind is remarkable. Last Fair week there 
were eighty-five run in by the Detective De- 
partment alone, and every one of them 
was taken while attempting to ‘‘turn 
atrick.’’ With afew exceptions the men were 
all given hours and left town, the remaining 
few being sent to the Work-bouse or else- 
where on some convictfon. 
Pickpockets ¢ome here to operate in the 
crowds, which aré so dense as to render the 
picking of pockets quite easy and very pro- 
fitable, too, as strangers usually carry large 
amounts of money in their pockets. The 
hotei sneaks sécure rooms in a hotel as arule, 
and then manageto gothrough the rooms of 
other guests, usually reaping veryrich har- 
vests. Burglars get 'n their work while peo- 
ple are away from their homes watching the 
processions and other attractions that are 
going on inthe evenings. Three-card monts 
and confidence men do not come in large 
numbers, but there isalwaysa goodly supply 
onhand. They confine their attentions —— 
much to the confiding ruralist and Fair wee 
is consequently their greatest time. 
IT If EXPECTED 
that the Knight Templar conclave next week 
will bring more thieves to the city than it has 
ever contained before, and they are apt 
to remain until after the Fair 
and. all the fall festivities are over, if 
the police will permit them todoso. The fat- 
ter are making special preparations, however, 
to give them their personal attention. To- 
day thirteen patrolmen, who have been walk- 
ing beats, were instructed to don citizen’s 
clothes and were added to the regular detec- 
tive force, which ordinarily consists of Chief 
O’Neilland twelve men. A new man will be 
sent out with each of the old men and the 
force will be kept this way until the 
close of the fall attractions. They have 
instructions to ‘‘run in’’ crooks where- 
ever they find them. In addition to 
the regular police force, one hundred special 
officers, were sworn in by Mayor Francis this 
morning and willbe sent out on beats to- 
night. The processions, Fair, etc., require 
the enlarging of the force, as men will be 
needed for these places in addition to the men 
on the beats. The;police will all have to do 
extra one? during this gala period, working 
about eighteen hours a day, and none of them 
will be given the holiday they are entitled to 
once a month.

ANARCHIST PARSONS’ WIFE. 


Mr. Parsons ana His Wife Deny the Sen- 
sational Story from Waco, Tex. 


CuIcaGco, September 18.—Anarchist Parsons 
has been interviewed several times recently 
regarding the statement made in a dispatch 
from Waco, Tex., to the effect that his wife 
was formerly the mistress of a full-blooded 
negro named Gathings, whom she deserted 
for Parsons. This statement has been flatly 


denied by Parsons, who said his 
wife was of Spanish-Indian origin, 
and that she had never been in 
Waco. Mrs. Parsons has, until now, refused 
to speak on the subject. A letter which has 
reached here from Waco rtiterates the charge 
made in the telegram. A picture of Gathings 
came with it. Armed with the letter and pho- 
tograph, areporter called upon Mr#. Parsons 
and went with her to the jail upon the occasion 
of her usual visit to her husband. . She pre 
ferred that the interview should take place in 
his presence. To this request the reporter as- 
sented. The letter was read within hearing of 
them both.

Indications that Mr. James Is the Coming‘ 
Man—The Work of the Stars This Week—
